(Daily Press, Murch 16th.) 

Wueers in the world does a short evening 
stroll afford more chariu, than at Hongkong 
just now? People pay pounds and travel 
miles to visit “‘ beauty spots "’ that have less 
to commend them. This is no reference to 
the peerless views that reward the explorer 
of the higher levels or the Peak, nor is it an 
invitation to go further and view the 
ramifications of our most beautiful harbour, 
or the comely valleys that lie bidden beyond 
the Kowloon range. It is simply a reminder 
of some things we see so often that we are 
apt to miss their charm, things that may be 
enjoyed in a stroll that would not tire a 
yearling child. Say we start from the 
Hongkong Hotel, walk to the City Hall via 
the Bank, and back by the southern side of 
what our American friends would call “the 
block.”” One good cigarette, and certainly 
one cigar, should outlast the trip, and 
countless future smokes will uot outlast the 
visual memories to be collected in a duly 
receptive mood. 

The mood, it goes without saying, should 
follow the good dinner, to be eaten, for 
preference, when it is not a “band night.” 
The Bell of New Yorchestra, as somebody 
once christened the prandial performers, is 
too distracting for the purpose in view. It 
makes you eat too fast, for one thing, and 
the chauce is you'll walk too fast, and make 
a mere “constitutional,” an effort at 
“ekker,” of what should be a dreamy 
saunter through a dream world. A modest 
bottle, and a liqueur with the coffee, is to 
be recommended. 

The wonderful green of the foliage of the 
tree at the foot of Ice House Koud and 
Battery Path is an artificial effect due to the 
electric light, but in conjunction with the 
arborescent silhouettes beyond, the glimpoe 
of hilltop and houses on the skyline high up, 
it jcompels thought of the Ttapallan of 
Columbus, the Land of Colours, or of the 
Delectable Land as visualized by Bunyan. 
Within the last few daysthere’s been a man 
sitting in a ricaha, smokiog cigars, and 
pretending to paint the Flower Market. Asif 
any artist with an eye for colour would waste 
time over the massed crudities of Wynd- 
ham Street! A Whistlerian nocturne in 
greens and yellows of the embankment 
below. Battery Path would do more to 
“ nopularise” Hongkong than a Carnegie 
Library or Public Baths, But it would 
not do ua justice, even though u greater 
than Whistler were to do it. 

The enlacement of banyan roots over that 
ferny embankment is a very wonderful 
thing, It never loses its spell as a miracle 
for contemplation. There is an outcropping 
rock, a sort of natural pulpit, that looks as 
if it might roll down but for the banyan’s 
embrace. The clasp is as firm, and yet as 
affectionately graceful, as that of a mother 
holding her child for its first dip io the sea. 
The dry fronds of the palm sentinels by the 
Bank supply the necessary murmur of the 
wavelets plashing on the beach. Shake off 
the ash of your cigarette, and continue round 
the corner, where the eastward bound trams 
groan and scream as they circumvent the 
Cricket Club’s pavilion, habited now only by 
some Chinese servant, whose incense sticks

The beautiful worshipper is 
only a course in a necessary repusl, & 
succulent morsel with which to gratfy a 
fleshly lust to fill an aching void. ‘* Con- 
found the brute,” he says, ‘nearly had 
him that time, but every time he gets into 
that whiteness up there, my eyesight seems 
to fail me. Wonder what it is. Must 
have ‘em seen to.” Out flies the moth 
again, the touch of the glass of the are 
failing to alleviate his passion for the inner 
radiance.

HONGKONG UNIVERSITY. 
ee kia 
(Daily Press, March 17th.) 

Since Hongkong became a Crown Colony 
of the British Empire more than sixty years 
ago, its record has Leen one of alerdy pro- 
gress. Its materin! prosperity has increased, 
the conditions of life have been improved 
for the bulk of its inhabitants, aud British 
occupation has become synonymous with a 
safety of life and security tor property 
unknown in thy great Empire of which it 
once formed a pnrt. Many of the institutions 
which play such a helpful and educative 
part ia Western lands have been iotroduced 
to Hongkong with a generally successful 
result that justified an advance on the same 
lines. 
tio: ally —and it has to be admitted tbat an 
enlightened policy in this direction has had 
most desirable ends—it has long beeu re- 


rms.

While much has been done educa- | 
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sition and in which they would doubtless 
be able to render greater service to their 
country. Moreover, the sons of Chinese 
gentlemen who with that newly awnkened 
zeal for Western learning look to Europe 
with longing, are often precluded by coa- 
siderations of money and difficulties of 
living and travel from taking up 4 
course of study which would matenally 
benefit themselves and contribute to the 
advaucement of their native land. The 
need for a University has been felt for 
a long time. The educational authorities 
have advocated the establishment of 
a university, the commercial community 
have supported the proposal, and the 
Government have given the scheme their 
warm approval. But up till now the scheme 
has not materialised. Nobody knew where 
the necessary money was to come from, and 
there was no Andrew Carnegie to eolve tue 
problem for Hongkong. Though the Seoto- 
American millionaire doea not take Hong- 
kong under bis patronage, the Colony is not 
without public spirited citizens. There 
have been many who have given lavishly to 
benefit our city. Muniticent gifte have been 
placed befure an appreciative populace, 
especially during the last few decades, and 
now the more than princely generosity of 
Mr. Mopy and the public spirited co-opera- 
tion of Mr. A. H. RENNIE are to be grate- 
fully noticed in connection with the offer to 
provide the fund for « Hongkong University. 
The Government has accepted the offer vf 
these gentlemen and will give the land 
necessary for the site. The thanks of a 
grateful community and Government are 
due to all responsible fur such generosity 
and public spirit, and those who kaow 
Mr. Kennre will readily admit that 
the completion of the project is practi- 
cally certain, as anything Mr. Rennie 
takes in hand is carried to a success- 
ful issue. The building and site Letng 
thus avsured—the arrang:ments have yet 
to be concluded—it only remaina for an 
endowment fuod to be raised. Aud this 
should uot present any great difficulty. 
Doubtless other local gentleaen will be 
inspired by such noble examples to give o 
their sufficiency and emulate uot only the 
geutlemeu named but the numerous other 
benefanors who have helped to cuntribute 
to the social needs of the Colony. Were 
that so, the University would ere long be a 
fact accomplished and Hongkong would be 
proud of a centre of learuing which would 
not only be welcomed by its own citizens 
but afford educational facilities (o young 
meno in the acighbouriog land not bitherto 
available, Hongkong would benefit, China 
would benefit und the influence of the new 
educational institution would be an im- 
portant factor in the progress of the mpire 
with whose interests we are so closely 
associated. We understand that buildings 
ani plans have beea prepared and in a day 
or two the public may expect to be ia 
possession of the details.

POLITICAL TENSION IN 
EUROPE, 
~~. 
(Daily Press, March |8tb.) 
An instructive instance of the bollowness 
of the armed truce at present existing onthe 
continent of Europe is exhibited in the an-

coguised that more remained to be achieved. ; 


very simple proposition of Austro-Hungary 
to build a I:ne of ral vay across the very 
difficult piece of cvuutry lying between 
Serajevo, the capital of Bosnia, aod Mitro- 
witza in nothern Albania. Already Serajevo 
is connected by rail with Vienna, aod 


many are deterred from entering upon a Mitrowitza with Salonika, the most import- 
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ant port of Macedonia, with a magnificent 
harbour, 8. that this line, if once in working 
order, would, except for local traffic, entirely 
supersede the present very roundabout anil 
inefficient lines through Uungary and Servia. 
At the Congress of Berlio, when Turkey 
after a life and death struggle lay helpless 
uoder the heel of Russia, amovgst other 
arrangements to secure the balance of power 
in Europe, it was settled that Austro- 
Hungary, to prevent the utter disorganisa- 
tion ofthe country, should occupy Bosnia. 
Bosnia at the period was in a worse 
condition than Macedonia at present; had 
no internal centre of union about which a 
state could be evolved, and the restoration 
of the little more than nominal rule of 
Turkey was, owing to the erection of the 
intervening state of Servia, absolutely im- 
possible. Under the circumstances there 
was little choice, and the Congress took 
the only seemingly practical course to 
reatore order, and banded the province over 
to Austro-Hungary. Events have proved 
the wisdom of the decision. The Govern- 
ment of the Dual-Monarchy acerpted the 
trast, and Bosnia hereelf in common with 
the whole of Europe has had every rexson 
to be satisfied with the result. Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, instead of being the desyir 
of Europe, have now become one of the 
most advancing and well-administered 
countries on the contioent. It was of course 
of great advantage to Austria and Hungary 
to have the control of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina placed in their hands, as it gave them 
direct access to their harbours on the: 
Dalmatian coast hitherto practically iso- 
lated, and this led tothe complete opening 
up as goon as possible of the infe nal 
communications of the stite, which has 
proved of immense advantaye to the entire 
country, and has assisted Austria much in 
her establishment of n direct trade with the 
Orient. The increase of ber trade with the 
Levant, which her possession of Bosnia has 
brought about, has naturally led to a 
desire to develop that with the Acyean, 
which the successful openiny of the 
Bosnian railways to Serajevo his shown t1 
be feasible, should the construction of the 
lines be practicable from an engineering 
point of view. Salonika is very much nearer 
to the Suez Canal than ‘I'rieste, and if 
Salonika could be joined with Serajevo, 
Vienna and all Germany north and west of 
Vienna would be brought in much closer 
contact with the Levant and the whole of 
southern and eastern Asia. More, it only 
requires the opening of a comparatively 
short link between Salonika and Marissa to 
connect Viennn with Atbens and the 
Piraeus, and the Piraeus is within thirty 
hours sail of Port Said, ao that an alter- 
native and considerably shorter line would 
be found than the present via Brindisi. Tu 
toake such a line, the control of the greater 
part of which would be in her own hands, is 
a not unworthy subject of Austrian ambi- 
tion, and one apparently that affords no 
just ground of offence to the other Powers. 
Not uonaturally the schemo met with 
especial favour in Germany, especially asa 
good share of the profi's would come direct- 
ly to herself. But Germany's commendatiou 
was hardly a recommendation with the 
other nations whom Germany's policy had 


estranged; and so it was hardly to be’ 


woudsred at that Russia should at ouce 
have been in the field to oppose, aud if 
ees destroy the new project. Kussia 
as never forgiven Germany her railway 
projects in Asia Minor, which sbe chooses 
to believe had the single oliject of eventually

Ruasia, too, has a considerable trade along 
the east of the Balkan Peninsula, and with 
her usual misconstruction of perspective 
would fain believe that an interest meant a 
monopoly, so that any attempt of Austria 
1u seek an outlet on the Aegean was ia her 
eves flat treason. With more good reason 
certain folk in England saw or thought 
they saw in the new project a deep laid 
scheme to 


injure British trade in the 
East by providing readier means tban 
at present exist for exporting central 


European comtnodities without reference 
to England; and some would se in it 
the ruin of our trade with Servia and 
other countries in the Balkan Peninsula. 
It may be that injury may be done to our 
trade by the greater facilities offered by the 
new route, but that is hardly sufficient 
reason for complaining, and certainly none 
at all for raising obstructions, We, owing 
to circumstances, have for long enjoved a 
lion's share of the European trade with the 
Est, but we were favoured by accidental 
circumstances which our people were quick 
to take advantage of. Natural conditions 
have of late bean retaroing, and our con- 
tinental neighbours have been equally ready 
to take advantage of them. This may be a 
subject for regret, but ia certainly not one 
for complaint. After all, though our pro- 
portionate abare may diminish, it is hardly 
likely that in the lung ruo our trade witb 
the couatries of the Balkan Peninsula will 
in actual amount be diminished by the 
new facilities. As well grumble at tbe 
meteorological office because while our 
rival's ship has passed gcatheless, ours, a 
few hours later passing over the same 
ground, has been caught in the gale aad 
wrecked. We can see how in the case of 
athers the incessant snarling that has beeo 
a marked feature of the last few years is 
deserving of no sympathy, and has been one 
of the chief reasons for the prevailing spirit 
of uneasiaess that has been rampant. It ia 
at best incunsistent to encourage it in 
ourselves. 

In consequence of the natural trend of 
the villeys in the Balkan feninsula the 
teadency of the railway lines has been to 
ruo from north-east. to south-west, and this 
will be seen on any good route mip to Le 
the equally natural trend of trade, which 
has an equivalent tendency to flow in this 
direction trum Central Europe towards the 
Levant.

' others more wisely laid oat. The course of the 
Russian lines has thus beea directed to- 
wards the mouths of the great rivers,—the 
; Dniester, the Dnieper, and the Doo,—as 
, being the great ports uf shipment for her 
‘gurplus agricultural products. With the 
: Balkan Peniusula the few lines that exist 
‘have been laid out for merely military 
; purpuses, while no main line cxists leading 
| westwards from the Pruth. This it will be

in her efforts to block the Austrian line, 
Russia now appears as the prumoter of one 
of her own in which she appears in con- 
nection with Servia, and now demands, 
seemingly ag an imaginary counterpoiae to 
Austrin, a line from the lower Danube 
through Servia and communicating with 
the Adriatic. It is easy euough to see that 
auch a line might serve to develop a certain 
amount of trade from Servia, which at 
present has to send all her spare products 
intended for western Europe down to the 
mouth of the Danube, and thence round 
lurkey and Greece to the Mediterrancan, 
and, if Servia could get her neighbours to 
finance such ano undertaking, her profit 
would be great. It is not so ensy to see 
how Russia est of thea Pruth could have 
any commercial iaterest io such a line, 
which would only substitute a long and 
rofitless railway journey, for a not much 
i r sea voyage. The whole is good 
avideuce however, that the leasons of the 
past have made no impression on Kuasia, 
and that the barbarian tastioct of invasion 
simply for the sike of territory is still as 
rampant as ever. In fact Europe is at the 
moment in apparently as restless a con- 
dition as in the latter half of the cighteanth 
century, and equally without any settled 
plan, and just as ignorant of the causes of 
her malady. ‘The most curious part of the 
whole is that the two Western Powers, 
France and England, who have inost to 
lesa by any unsettlement, are in a vain 
purswt of peace, while igaorautly inter- 
meddlhiog with everything ia which they 
have no concern, actually doing their bost 
to briny nearer the inevitable.

Both bird and man are intoxs ated, 
with the exuberance of their own joy. But 
now note how the exigencies of proso ly lead 
Mr. MEREDITH into expressions clumsy aud 
halting and ineffective, if not absolutely 
alien to the theme. We sev “ the meadows 
greep, the fallows brown,” but uot heing, 
like the poct, in the “high mood" that 
must hunt for a rhyme to ‘brawn,’ the 
lagk’s singing does mef make us dream “ of 
labour in the town.

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authority of the Crownover ourmunicipalaffairs. 
He claimed to have an open mind on many 
topics but as regarded that he had a settled 
conviction. It had always appeared (o him that 
the special circumstances of our environment 
supplied quite a number «f good and sufficient 
reagons against experimenting in methods of 
popular government. On the other hand an 
older faith in {hose demooratic principles which 
he believed to be inapplicable here kept his mind 
alive to the valuo of enlightened criticism of 
the official acts of public man and he sympatbis- 
ed with those who deplored the lack of it. There 
was no Jack of other kinds of oriticism, | 
insufficient knowledge 


unfortunately they were only too familiar with 
unfairness iv attacks upou our public servants. 
With this they could bereficially dispense 
but they all needed and they all waptad 
criticiem having truth for its objective and 
urbanity for its no’e, and unless he wus much 
mistaken the responsible officers of the Govern- 
ment at all times welcomed it. Asfaras could 
be foreseen at present the probability was that 
during the period of Mr. Hewett's absence 
opportunities for criticism would chiefly arise 
in connection with the passage of that Bill at 
present before the Council. Though as be had 


indicated he found himself in sympathy 
with the main principles of that Bill, 
he wuld support whatever amend- 


ments appeared to him to be neceesary in order 
to render effective the recommendations of the 
Sanitary Commission which after hearing de- 
bated he approved, He regarded the colossal 
work done by tbat Commission as highly 
valoable in many respecte, particularly in respect 
of the check administered to corrapting in 

flusnces. Ha was notonecf those, if there were 
any, who imagioed that the sanitary department 
of this or any other town or colony was un- 
ausceptible toimprovement. He would support 
whenever possible the views of the unofficial 
memb-rs o; the Sanitary Board but beyond 
that he would hopa that when the present 
bill was passed it would ba tha last of 
its kind for manyaday. It seemed to him 
that their main concern with the Sanitary and 
Building Ordinances was that they should get 
arest from new ones. He believed it to be the 
case that harm was dore to the prosperity of the 
colony by uncertainty as to the conditions 
under which property was held. ‘heir great 
need was for a sound law to be honestly ad- 
ministered for a long period. and their best hope 
was that when the present hill passed into law 
it would supply that need. Ha had thus lightly 
touched upon the only question which oould 
be said to ba a burning one at the presentmement. 
On the principle of not crossing bridges b-fore 
they came to them he had omitted mention of 
subjects {hat might possibly aris, bat should 
difficult qu: stions crop up he would devote him 

galf {o tha study of them. He was not so in- 
experienced as ta suppose he could pl-ase every- 
body. Ha would hare to be several sorts of 
different kinds of mao todo that. H- did not 
even aspire to fulfil the hopes of each of the 
ssveral parties in their little state but if they 
e'ecfed him be dared to say that he would not 
disappoint them all. He oould promise them 
-that in any criticism of the constituted 
anthorify which he might be oalled upon 
to make ha should try to avoid rancour. 
At the same time it would be his endeav- 
our fo mai:tain ao attitude of outspoken 
independence (applausc), When the Gov. ra- 
ment appeared to him to be wrong he wculd asy 
so and when he thought that they were 
right he wonld also say a9, This la'ter 
perhaps required the more canrage cf tha two. 
In any case if they elected him he should 
draw courage from their confidence and 
a double supply on occasions when he 
eculd ascertain that the collective wisdom 
of their committee endorsed the views he 
advocated; when he oconld believe that 
the memb-rs also agreed; when he could feel 
that he bad the most icfluential acscciation in 
the colony in a solid body at his back. Up till 
now he bad not asked any member for his vote. 
He had made up his mind that even if he were 
‘opposed he would not canvas. This resolution 
did not arise out cf any false pride but out 
of the desire to do as he would be done by. 
He preferred to attend an election bimself 
with his mind «pan and his will free. He 
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liked to preserve his liberty of choice up t)1 
the last moment of the time appointed. Now | 
the time had come and now be would make 
bold to ask them one and all for their vote - 
(applause). 
The motion was pat, and carrie! uninim-nsly. 
This concluded the meeting.

DEATH OF 
CONSUL-GENERAL ROMANO. 


The doyen of the consular corps in Hongkong, 
Mr. Agostinbo Gilberme Komano, C:nsul 
General for Portu-al and Consul for Brezil, 
died on March 18th at 10.30 p.m. Deceased, 
who wasin his 7:th year. having been born at 
Macao in June 1837, had b-oome very feeble of 
late, and when be was a'tacked by a obill bis 
vitality was too impaired to withstand it 
Pneumonia supervened and it was soon evident 
‘that there was little Lope of his r covery though 
he rallied a little yesterday. !.e died, as stated, 
last night. 

Mr. Romano spent his early years in Mrcao 
where he was educated at the Royal (cilege 
and Seminary of St. Joseph. He took up a 
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commercial career and became head of the firm - 


of J. J. Remedios and Company. It is in- 
teresting to note that his wife was a daughter 
of Mr. Remedios. He was a Privy Ccunoillor 
of Portuyal and a Gentleman of the King’s 
Household. He wasa Fellow of the Geogra- 
phical Society of Lisbon. Among his honours 
were} Knight Commander of Order Lady 
Conception of Portugal, Knight Commander 
Ord-r Carlos III. and Jeabella Catholiea, of 
Spain, and Companion of Lady Conception and 
Jusus Christ of Portugal. 

The deceased naturally held a high position 
in the Portuguese community and was immen- 


sely popular and highly respected. He is 


survived by bis widow. |

Evidence was called and at the close the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty. 

The first and third defendants were each 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment, and the 
second to fire years. :

JAPAN'S DISPUTES WITH CAINA, 
Tokyo, March 6th. 

The “inside” particulars regardiag the seiz- 
ure of the ‘Taten Mara” are doubtless as well 
knowa in Hongkong as they are here, but as far 
as wa in Japan oan judge there is no donb that 
China is at fault in this particular instance and 
that her evasive diplomacy is delaying the 
settlement of the dispute. A semi-official state- 
ment is published in the Tokyo papers giving 
a most Incid account of the seisare of the 
“Tatsn Maru," and in the absence of any- 
thing like a fall reply from China only 
one conclusion can be drawn. Bat the pria- 
cipal interest in the case is jthat it adds one 
more “question” to the long list pending 
between the two countries, and no one oan 866 
the end of thesodisputes, China is wall aware, 
however, that the engagements Japan has 
entered into with England, Franos, and Ravsia 
while greatly improving Japan's status handi- 
cap her especially in her dealings with China. 
Were the positions of China and Japan reversed, 
China would at once appeal to the Powers for 
the settlement of the irritating disputes that 
have been on the board for months past and 
Japan would have nothiog to say. Bat as the 

ition is, Japan fiads little sympathy—the 
penalty of rising importance—tbough in the 
Fakaman railway question England has recog- 
nised Japan's contention and left ber a free 
hand to deal with tie contractors. Japan 
is being attacked right and left for bor doings 
in Manchuria. Those who have invested their 


money in the South Manchuria Railway, andare’ 


already regretting the fact, and those who have 
other interest: in ths couatry know that it is 
yet premature to arrive at any solid conclusions 
on the justice or effects of Japan's government 
andinflaencein the couutry. England at the 
beginniog of the last century, whan her empire 
was growing the world over, was not sabjact to 
the olose scrutiny of every traveller who visited 
the new colonies and protectorates, but do nina- 
ting nations to-day are notso favourably situated. 
Every move is watched, aud without being 
pro-Japanese the foreigner who lives ia Japan, 
or takes an interest in Manchurian questions 
oan at once see that among the criticisms of 
Japan in Manchuria is a vast amount of worth- 
leas matter Japan’sacts will either jastify her 
or condemn herinductime. Sheissoarcely begia- 
ning and she knows she is olossly watohed. ‘[he 
foreign Minister recantly raid ha thought it 
rather hard the Japinese administration should 
be strongly criticised bscanse of the asts of 
uucouth soldiers or low-class sel tlers—whose 
behaviour could not bs vary easily controlled — 
and probably, when the present anti-Japaness 
wave has passed on, the world will bs of the 
same opinion too. Weare waiting for 4 ssner 
estimate of the Japanese than that which pre- 
yailed during the war or has baen in v gu} since. 
THE M*NUPOLY CRAZE. 

They sre certainly experimenting in the 
science of government in this country. During 
the present session of the Diet representatious 
have been brought forward recommending two 
new monopolies, ~ connected with insurance and 
gold mining. The first is boing seriously 
considored. Following the great Hakodate fire, 
the behaviour of the insurance compani-s was 
not satisfactory in all casas and liabilities were 
not settled with promptness There were 
rumours of fraud and other things, all of whioh 
tended to fix government altantion upon the 
conduct of insurance companies in general, 


Lately the fire companies have bean 
incrossing their rates, the principsl form- 
ing a ring for that purpose, aod the 


rospect of a private monopoly has led to the 
introduction of a representation in favour of 8 
government monopoly. Bat the matter is not 
yet beyond the preliminary stage. The gold- 
mine monopoly proposal is brought forward on 
the ground that it is necessary for the gold 
resources of the country to be developed tv their 
utmost in order to counteract the great exodus 
of gold. It is claimed that although the country 
is rich in gold deposits, the working is so ua- 
satisfactory and primitive that the country ixa 
t loser. Meanwhile, the actas! monopolies 

of the Government are giving anything but 


oe to the publio, The people are now 


ayng much more for their tobacco than 
ormerly and the railway service is constantly 
the subject of criticism. Seciug that the 
cstensible official reasons in advocacy of 
the polioy of monopoly are inoraasa of 
revenueand improvement of tha thing mono- 
polised, tha pablic is jas'ified ia its oom- 
plaints. Little improvemaat is to ba no‘iosd in 
what the Governm:nt hag monopolized ia reoant 
years,—ia fact its adveaturrs into the com- 
morcial and indastrial world ssem to b: mera 
exploitation of the ow try for revenue pur- 
poses, The Government at present controls 
the {obicoo, salt, camph r,and railway industries 
and the sugar, iugarance, aod gold-mining 
industries are threatene!, The fact that wheo 
a large industry bagias to ba profitsble it is 
overshadowed by the possibility of nationalisa- 
tion cannot benefit the couatry. It must dis- 
courage enterprisesnod encourage a wesk reliance 
on the government insteai of selt-reliano:, 
besides: strengthening the forces of official 
corruption, oua of the greatest evils in Japso. 

THE COMMERCIAL OUTLOOK 

A sunsession of commercial failurss has bsea 
reported in various pacts of the country and it 
ig nataral that the depression should bs refi xted 
in the trade of Yokohams and Kobe. The 
depression is undvablelly real am ag foreiga 
firms, We hear of ons o'd China firm olosing 
its import departmint ia Kobs and its export 
departmant in Yokohams, while the oatting 
down of exp3nsas oa allsidesisuniversal. Ongor 
two importiot failaras are likaly to bs recordsd 
if the depression contiaues. 

THE T)KYO RAILWAY SCANDIL 

This hesding is not intended to snggest that 
gsandalous proceedings hava ban discovered ia 
orunection with thy Tokyo tramasy maai- 
cipilisation nagotiations. The scandal, for 
acandal it is, and injariong to the interests of 
the peopla, lies ia what follows. Several 
months ago the manicipality of Tokyo aad tie 
tramway company drew up, and signed, a 
provisional agreement for the traosfer of ths 
tramways to the city. The Gorernmant's 
sanction to this agrsemoat had to ba obtained. 
Any mano of commonsense would think thit in 
the interest of all ornceraal the Goveramaat 
would promptly investigate and give its dacisiou 
one way or the other, bat nothing of the sort 
has baea made public. The result of this un- 
wise reticenca is that the shares are fist. A 
oall of 12.50 yen por new share is to b> psid in 
before the end of this month aod this means 
nearly 6,00 ',0:0 yea—ao small amount to raiga 
in these bard times. But this and the Govera- 
mant's silence have rained the market of those 
shares and what is more the Government attitude 
ig prejadioial t» all business iaterests. Tho 
municipalisation question has now been raised 
in the Diet, where it bas no basiasss to bs, for 
the matter is one bitweea ths Manioipility aad 
the tramway company, thea Govsroment to 
finally decide wuethar ths provisional agreoment 
abould be approved or not. Thare is of oourse 
a strong party among the public agains: muaici- 
palisation, bat the schem> has besa agreed to by 
the elected representatives of the oilissas aad is 
strongly supported by the Mayor, who is 4 ficm 
believer in the advantagsa to bea derive! bz the 
city ia the owuership of tha trams. Ths usual 
cbirges have besn made of co rupt practices, 
without whioh, seemingly, no contract can be 
closed io Japsa, but in the midst of the long 
drawn ont agi'ationg, the governmant aathorities 
have neglected their day. To have decided 
one way or the other bafore certaia messares 
had passed the Diet would havs placed strong 
eanty in opposition and beaca decision is de- 

errel uatil it can be mide without dsngee of 
placing government bills in jorpsrdy. 

It is impossible to say whether the provisional 
agreameant will be approvel or, if rejsted, a 
further compromise agreed to by the tramway 
company. Tho latter will be ill-advised if it 
entertains any proposl for a rduostioa of the 
price agreed upon = If it does it will simply be 
the sacriflos of the genuins investors int treat ia 
favour of large holders who are ia a corner owing 
to tha continued depression of the stockmarket

Mr. P. Eduljee, in his Report dated Hong- 
kong 20th March, 1908, states :—There is rather 
less doing in this market and the past fortnight 
has heen comparatively quiet. Dealers have atill 
a large quantity of yarn an hand, with which, 
together with the goods now arriving, they are 
meeting what little country demand that exists. 
Heat spinnings can still be placed at quotations, 
but medium and common threads are weak and 
holders will concede in price to effect sales. 
Deliveries show a trifling improvement on last 
fortnight's figures, buat as receipta are com- 
paratively large, our estimate of stock shows a 
shight increase. Bombay is reported quiet with 
little business doing. At the close business is at 
a complete seandstill and contrary to expectations 
the fecling amongst importers ia not strong, aad 
weaknoss is ohservablo in many quarters, Sales 
of the interval aggregate 3,707 bales, arrivals 
amount to 7,714 bales, unsold stock eatimated at 
290, and sold but uncleared stock in second 
hands at 20,000 bales. Local Manufacture :— 
No business is reported. Japanese Yarn :—In 
sympathy with the home markets a concession of 
$2 per bale has induced the undernoted business, 
say 25 bales No. 16s at $118, and 390 bales No. 203 
at $120 to $133. Raw Cotton :—Indian descrip- 
tions remain very weak, the market being flooded 
hy heavy shipments which are all going into 
godowns. The sale of a small parcel of 45 bales 
superfiua New Bengals at $24 is the only business 
of the interval. In China kiuds 70 bales Hatt 
chow have changed hands at $24}, Stocks 3,375 
halea Indian, and 470 bales China (small).

PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Piece Goods 
Repurt, dated Shanghai, March 12th, 1908, states : 
the week under review has on the whole been s 
very quiet one, the dealers anxiously waiting for 
advices from the consuming districts. [t was 
valy late last night that anything definite was 
received frum Tientasin, so that it haa not been 
possible to glean mach information, but from 
what we have gathere! the market there ia about 
on @ parity with this, with the feoling there it 
would have been better had not some holders had 
prvasure broaght to bear on them and forced to 
cell. However, it is said freah orders have now 
some down, and holders here who were [agonio 
somewhat discouraged, and were inclined in some 
instances to cut rates, have now taken fresh hear 
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and are asking higher prices again. Most of the 
ca. by the early steamers have now been 
declared and about confirm the figures we gave as 
regards Piece Goods, but there is a discrepancy as 
to Cotton Yarn, which may of course be made up 
by subsequent declarations. There is no further 
encouragement from Newchwang, but the first 
steamers for that Port are expected to leave at 
about the end of next week. It will be interesting 
to see if they meet with any success in the way of 
Piece Goods and Yarn. According to the speech 
made by the Chairman of one of our local Cotton 
Mills at the Annual Meeting the other day 
Japanese goods are usurping in Manchuria even 
the native woven Nankeens in which the locally 
spun Yarn is largely used, and a great deal of the 
depression the Milla have met with here is 
Recounted for by that fact. Hankow and the 
other River markets appear to have supplied their 
wants for the present, clearances of former 
purchases going on satisfactorily as a rule, how- 
ever. The Railway from this via Soochow is 
expected to be open to Nanking its terminnos ina 
few weeks, if not days time, pending the proper 
adjastment of the likin question on goods 80 
carried. At present it is prohibitive, but we 
understand sufficient evidence hns been collected 
and sent in to compel the Government to make 
enquiries and place goods on an equitable footing 
with those carried by Junk via the Creeks. With 
most makers in Manchester it continued to be 
comparatively easy to connect, but some of the 
weavers of Standard cloths are engaged well on 
to the Autumn. Business to a very fair extent is 
being done in Greys and Whites for this market, 
mostly to replace sales from stock and to arrive, 


- and to keep up the supply of well known chops 


and cloths. Cotton in Liverpool continues 
to fluctuate, but within comparatively narrow 
limits, coming yesterday 6.12d. for Mid American. 
but this morning 6.65d. The quotation for 
“futures” yesterday was 5.69d. Eyyptian is 
unchanged. The New York market keeps very 
firm and full prices are wanted for all classes of 


goods, making the laying down cost 10 per cent. 
to 15 per cent. over prices current here. Cotton 
quotations there are rather easier, namely 10.76 
cents for March and 10.52 cents for May “ option.” 
To-day 10.37 centa comes as the price for July 
option. The low prices, comparatively, that local 
spinners have elected to accept are attracting the 
attention of exporters to Tientsin who are giving 
tham the preference to Indian Spinnings at the 
price. The continued weakness of the Usaka 
market is causing operators to hold off here and 
prices are certainly easier. Indian Yarns are 
fairly firm sapeciulty No. 203. the stock of which 
is steadily dwindling. Clearances of all kinds 
are satisfactory. Fresh business in staple makes 
thia week has not been so general, first hand 
holders of available stocks being comparatively 
scarce. Those who have are getting rid of them 
as gracefully as possible and replacing for later 
shipment. The private market for fancy goods 
ia very depressed, and with prices coming down at 
home with some rapidity holders hero are nat ta 
be envied. The continued large quantities that 
are being slaughtered at Auction will effectually 
prevent any recovery becoming possible.
